One Hundred and Forty Millions 
Went for Pensions, or Twice as 
Much Set Aside for Support’ 
of the Army—lIncrease 
Over Last Year. 


Washington, August 20.—According to 


@ statement issued today by Thomas FP. 


Cleaves and James C. Courts, chief clerks 
respectively of the senate and house com- 
mittees appropriations, congress, at 
its last session, appropriated for the 
fiscal] year of !907 nearly a billion dol- 
lars. The exact amount is $879,589,- 
185.16, representing an increase of $59,- 
404,850.20 over the sum appropriated the 
last session of the fifty-eighth congress, 
for 1906. The largest item is contained 
in the appropriation for the postoffice 
department, the amount allotted being 
$191,695,998.75. The next largest 
was given for pensions, the money ap- 
propriated amounting to $140,245,500, or 
nearly twice as much as was allowed for 
the support of the army, and over 5%40,- 
000,000 more than was granted for the 
naval establishment. 

Of the net increase of %$59,404,550.20 
over 1906, it is stated §42,447,201.08 was 
for the isthmian canal, the balance being 
accounted for through the appropriations.
